Authorize award and execution of a 36-month requirements supply contract with JUSTIN SEED COMPANY to 
provide re-vegetation material in an amount not to exceed $475,980, with three 12-month extension options in an 
amount not to exceed $158,660 per extension option, for a total contract amount not to exceed $951,960. 

Amount and Source of Funding 
 
Funding in the amount of $145,438 is available in the Fiscal Year 2014-2015 Operating Budget of the Watershed 
Protection Department.  Funding for the remaining 25 months of the original contract period and extension options 
is contingent upon available funding in future budgets.

This contract provides a supply agreement for re-vegetation materials needed to restore areas where maintenance 
work has been completed to clear creek flow lines to reduce flooding and repair eroded creek embankments.  The 
maintenance work is performed by the Field Operations Division of the Watershed Protection Department on an as- 
needed basis.  
 
The re-vegetation materials are comprised of various seed mixes collected within the boundaries of Texas. Local seed 
will have the best chance for successful germination and growth in the Austin area. The seed mixtures are a 
combination of native grass, wildflower, and winter cover crop.  Seeds may be applied by hand, or mixed and sprayed 
with the department’s hydro-mulch machine.
